Hon. Alexander O. Brodie, Governor of Arizona— 


Sir: In accordance with Paragraph 287, Revised Statutes of 
Arizona of 1901, I have the honor to present the fifth biennial re- 
port of the Board of Control of Arizona, together with the reports of 
the supermtendents of the Territorial Asylum for the Insane, at 
Phoenix, and the Territorial Prison at Yuma, Arizona. 

The efforts of the board durmg the biennial period have been 
directed to obtaming the best possible results from the institutions 
under their control, and m no manner has the welfare and betterment 
of the patients and inmates been overlooked. 

Both of the institutions have been conducted during the period 
at a slightly decreased pro rata of maintenance per inmate, which is 
pleasing to note; economy in expense has been given full attention, yet 
it has not been practiced to the detriment of maintaming the high 
standard of service that is due the residents of the Territory from 
these institutions. 

In its efforts the board has been given zealous support by the 
superintendents of the institutions, and to their ability, efficiency, 
and attention given to details, the success accomplished is chiefly due. 

The price paid prior to May 14th, 1903, for printing the minutes 
of the board, and notices for letting of contracts, was at the rate 
of $1.00 per inch. Investigation of bids for public printing submitted 
to the boards of supervisors of many of the counties of the Territory 
showed. an average rate of less tham 25 cents per inch for the same 


class of work. To properly protect the interests of the Territory, the 
board on that date passed a resolution that thereafter the price to 
be paid for printing the minutes and notices should not exceed 25 
cents per inch, 

Since the passage of the resolution the printing has cost about 
one-fourth of what had been previously paid, and has resulted in a 
marked saving to the Territory 


CAPITOL: BUILDIN G. 


Durmg the fiseal years ended June 30th, 1908, and June 30th, 
1904, the amount expended in the maintenance of the capitol building 
and ‘grounds, a more complete equipment of the various offices in 
the building, and necessary improvements and repairs, amounted to 

_the sum of $11,900.10. In this amount are meluded the cost of 
painting the roof of the capitol building, which was $240.00, and 
the construction of a building on the grounds to be used for a storage 
„and green house, which eost $500. These items being improvements 
together with one of $350, which was paid out for repairs caused by 
fire and later refunded, should be deducted from the $11,900.10, 
leaving $10,810.10 expended for the maintenance of the capitol build- 
ing and grounds The rent derived from Federal officials who occupy 
offices in the capitol building, and from the legislative Halls amounted 
to the sum of $3,682 00 The net expense of maintenance, therefore, to 
the Territory amounted to the sum of $7,128.10. This amount includes 
the cost of care of the grounds, paying for water, and all expenses 
incidental thereto, which amounted to the sum of $4,437 52. 

The capitol grounds consist of ten acres planted in trees, shrub- 
bery, hedges, tropical plants and flowers; of this, five acres are in 
lawns and flower beds, presenting a most beautiful and attractive 
appearance At all times during the year flowers are in bloom and 
the hedges and lawns fresh and green, 

In 1889, when the legislature determined that the capitol was to 
be permanently located at. Phoenix, an appropriation was made to 
obtain grounds suitable for its construction. Provision was made 
for laying out the grounds in driveways, walks, trees, and shrubbery, 
awaiting such future time when the legislature should provide for the 
construction of the capitol building. 

We now have a capitol building, completed in the year 1900, 
that is a credit to the Territory. The grounds are almost unexcelled, 
and are classified by many as being among the most beautiful in the 
United States. 

There is now to the eredit of the capitol building fund the sum 
of $8,483 29. This amount will not be sufficient to meet the expenses 
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for the coming two years as the msurance must be paid amounting 
to $600 00, and a ditch built that will give a proper supply of water 
for the grounds, at a cost of $500.00 Therefore, to meet the expenses 
that must be incurred, the coming legislature should make an ap- 


propriation of $4,000.00 to be placed to the credit of the capitol 
building fund 


TERRITORIAL ASYLUM FOR THE INSANE. 


During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1903, the expense of 
maintenance incurred at the Territorial Asylum was 44 cents per 
capita per diem, being approximately the same as that of the two 
years preceding. showing, however, a slight decrease, the average ex- 
pense of maintenance of the two previous years having been 46 cents 
per capita per diem 

A number of improvements were made during the year, provision 
therefor having been made by the legislature of 1901, by making an 
adequate appropriation for the purpose. 

A new bakery was constructed which is provided with a Peterson 
patent bake oven of the latest improved design. It is built of brick, 
with hard' wood floors, and is finished both inside. and outside in a 
substantial and attractive manner. 

The kitchen was enlarged, and has been equipped with steam 
cooking utensils which have proven to be very satisfactory. By this 
method the cooking 1s done more expeditiously, and no obnoxious 
odors escape. 

There was also ge ee a brick building which contains the 
laundry, engme and boiler rooms. This 1s so arranged that it entirely 
fulfills the requirements desired. The laundry is provided with the 
latest improved machinery, eliminating the annoyance of extra work 
heretofore caused by lack of facilities in this line 

In addition to the above and other minor improvements, a well 
has been sunk and cased, and a pump pit constructed, at a cost of, 
$1,144.50. - 

In making the appropriation, the legislature of 1901 had the 
above mentioned improvements mn view After completing all of the 
above and many minor improvements, there still remains unexpended 
in the Insane Asylum Improvement Fund, $6,787 07. 

The asylum was constructed of such dimensions as to properly 
provide accommodation for 150 inmates On June 30th, 1903, there 
were confined in the institution 226 inmates. This number being 
above the normal capacity produced an overcrowded condition. 

The legislature of 1903, realizing the present necessity and fore- 
seeing the future demands for enlarging the accommodations, en- 
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acted a law, which, when approved by Congress, authorizes the board 
of control to negotiate a loan, causing to be issued $100,000 of Ter- 
ritorial bonds, such bonds to be issued bearmg mterest not in excess 
of 5 per cent. and 1n amount not to exceed $20,000 for the year ending 
June 30th, 1904, and not exceeding $10,000 for each year thereafter 
until the full amount shall have been exhausted. With the funds thus 
made available proper buildings will be erected, removing the over- 
erowded and inconvenient conditions that at the present time exist. 

For the fiscal year ended June 30th, 1904, the expense "of main- 
tenance per capita was 44 cents, being the same as that of the pre- 
ceding year. 

Improvements have been completed consisting of a house for the 
well, of ample dimensions to properly protect the machinery, and a 
galvanized iron water tank of 25,000 gallons capacity, erected on a 
60-foot tower. 

This insures a water supply that will be sufficient at all times 
for the needs of the institution, and the fall derived from the eleva- 
tion of the tank gives assurance that in ease a fire should occur, it 
could easily be held under control 

In accordance with the act of the legislature of 1903, authorizing. 
the issuance of bonds for buildings to be constructed as explained 
herein, the board of control, after duly advertising the same, on May 
28th, 1904, sold $10,000.00 of said bonds, realiaing from such sale the 
sum of $10, 876.80. 

This sale shows the highest premium ever received for 5% Ter- 
ritorial bonds, and while highly satisfactory; by reason of the amount 
received, 1t also shows conclusively that the financial condition of the 
Territory was never more favorable than at the present time. 

From the amount so received and thats now available for the 
purpose, a contract will be let as proniptly as possible for the erection 
of one cottage that will be of such dimensions as to conveniently ac- 
commodate 50 patients. This will relieve the present overcrowded 
condition of the main building and give room for a more distinct 
classification of the patients that require different methods of 
treatment. 

The land belonging to the institution consists of 160 acres; fifteen 
acres being taken up by buildings and lawns and the remainder de- 
voted to vegetable gardens and farming. 

The total returns from the farm and garden during the last two 
years amounted to $11,553.17; “deducting therefrom the feed and 
farm implements purchased, pay of farmer, dairyman, irrigator, and 
all the incidental expenses, there remains a net amount earned of 
$5,499.08. 

The inmates have increased in number during the last three 
years at the rate of 18 per year; this has caused a necessary propor- 
tionate increase in the dairy. 
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The produce from the farm is msufficient to furnish the supply 
needed by the stable and dairy for the entire year, as during the 
past two winters it has been found necessary to Purchase feed to 
carry the stock through the season in good condition 

The farm should be enlarged to supply the necessary iemands of 
the institution and should have its supply capacity increased by the 
purchase of an additional eighty acres. 


TERRITORIAL PRISON. 


The gross cost per capita per inmate for mamtenance at the Ter- 
rnorial Prison for the fiscal years ended: June 30th, 1903, and June 
30th, 1904, was 92 cents per diem. This shows a decrease of 2 1-5 
cents per inmate from that of the years ended June 30th, 1901 and 
June 30th, 1902. The net cost per diem for each inmate durmg the 
fiscal years ended June 30th, 1903, and June 30th, 1904, was 4614 
cents. 

The gross eost per capita per inmate for maintenance at the pen- 
itentiary of South Dakota for the fiseal years ended June 30th, 1901, 
and June 30th, 1902, was 59 cents per diem ; and that of the peniten- 
tiary of Idaho for the same period was 65 15 cents per diem, This 
shows an excess of 13 per cent and 25 per cent. respectively over the 
amount paid by our Territory. This is more notable when the fact is 
taken into consideration that we are at a greater distance from 
the supply market and must necessamly pay more for supplies 
consumed. | 

The affairs of the pemtentiary have at all times during the 
period been conducted with the view of promoting the welfare of the 
Territory and giving proper attention and care to the inmates. 

~The sanitary conditions are perfect. Absolute cleanliness exists 
in and about all portions of the buildings and yard. 

A school is in session five days of each week for the benefit of 
those who desire to attend. Many take advantage of this opportunity ; 
of these a number have never attended school and some for but a short 
time. Those who thus employ that portion of their time that would 
otherwise be idle, unconsciously exert an mfluence among the other 
inmates that is productive of harmony and contentment. They also 
thus provide themselves with an education that. fits them to become 
useful and helpful members of the commumty in which they may 
reside after their term of confinement expires. 

A number of improvements and repairs that were absolutely 
necessary have been made. Among the most important were the con- 
struction of a water tank, new guard stands erected ın various places 
where needed, a new gate built at the south end of the yard of ample 
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dimensions to permit a wagon to pass through, the main wall of the 
yard extended adding more than 40% to the area of the enclosure and 
pr oviding more room and vemlation for those confined therein, a new 
pipe line land for a portion of the sewer that had become worn out 
and useless, and the hospital screened with new wire. 

The electric light plant boiler and engine have been in usé a 
number of years and are constantly in need of repairs. It will not 
be long before they. must be replaced; and instead of replacing each 
part separately, ıt would be much the better policy to install a com- 
plete duplicate plant, being fully prepared in the event of a break 
down. in one to use the other. Such is the custom ın many manufac- 
turing enterprises, and in no place is it more necessary to be pre- 
pared for such an emergency than in the management of a prison 
Such a plant could be fully installed and equipped for $5,000.00 |

Sir: It becomes my duty as weil as privilege to submit to you 
for consideration the Ninth Biennial Report showmg the workings, 
improvements, acquisitions and expenditures of the institution com- 
mitted to my care for the biennal period extending from July I, 


. 1902, to June 30, 1904. 


By legislative act of the General Assembly of 1902, the name of 
the institution was changed from the Insane Asylum of Arizona to the 
Territorial Asylum for the Insane. A more euphonious if not a 
more appropriate name would have been, the Asylum of Arizona, or 
Hospital of Arizona, or Arizona Asylum Even a name, in the pubhe’s 
eye, frequently robs a bedlam of many of its unpleasant features. 

As in my biennial report of two years ago, I have followed the 
tabulated form as then used, so as to show in the most concise, prac- 
tical and comparative manner the statistics of the institution. 

I am under obligations to the Steward, Mr W. L Vinson, whose 
assistance has been invaluable in the supervision and preparation of 
the statistical tables. 

The names of all patients, from the first committed. down to the 
date of this report, have been transcribed in an up to date register, 
showing all the information contained in the regular commitment; 
males and females being kept in separate record books. This has in- 
volved a great deal of clerical work and the present administration 
congratulates itself upon the efficiency and neatness of the work. 
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The manner of keeping the reeords prior to this was very unsatis- 
faetory. 

The present form of eommitments is very unsatisfaetory. as it 
fails to give anything like even a condensed history of the com- 
mitted. Besides the general information set forth in the form now 
in use, should be added an initial history ; how or from whom obtained, 
name and address of eorrespondent, relationship to patient, if mar- 
ried, number of children hving and number dead, name of father, 
name of mother, birthplaee of eaeh, eause of parents' death, habits of 
parents; and any other facts obtainable which will serve as a guide 
in the treatment of cases. The class of patients received in the m- 
stitution, as a rule, are unlike those found in any other asylum. The 
majority are foreign born, and the local information usually obtamed 
in ease of natives, cannot be so obtamed from, or about the foreign 
porn. 

The execution of the law is very lax, or the vigilence and justi- 
fication of the proper officers are remiss in the execution of their 
duties with reference to many cases admitted to the Asylum. When 
a commitment has been properly presented to the superintendent of 
the Asylum, with no mitigating eireumstanees whatever, he can do 
nothing but respect the order of the Court, receipt for the patient and 
admit him. At the same time, doubts máy and do arise as to the 
justness of the case. In many instances, cases have come to the Super- 
intendent of persons committed, who have been imbeciles.from birth. 
The relatives, to free themselves of the burden, care and maintenance 
entailed upon them by such, consign the unfortunate to the Asylum, 
to the detriment of the tax payers, thus closing the door of pubhe 
sympathy. 

Again I wish to point out the habit of sending a varied assort- 
ment of patients, other than imbeciles, that have no legitimate quali- 
fications entitling them to admission. I refer to persons not insane, 
in the strict sense of the word; those suffering from alcoholic poison- 
ing, physical imbeciles, and lastly 1mpoverished individuals, who are 
unable to earn a competency and who are transferred to the Asylum 
as a house of refuge, a home for the indigents. Were the question of 
citizenship properly and carefully investigated there would be fewer 
patients and more transportations. 

Some instances have occurred where patients eut on parole have 
had a relapse, been taken up, brought to trial on the charge of lunacy 
and returned to the Asylum on a second commitment, at a consid- 
erable cost to the County from which committed. If the probate 
judge would ascertain something-of the history of the party brought 
before him for trial, whether the accused had ever been committed to 
this institution, and if so, had he been legally discharged, or merely 
out on parole, much expense might be obviated. Patients paroled are 
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not amenable to a lunacy trial, but are returned to the Asylum at the 
expense of the party or parties in whose care the patient is paroled; 
otherwise the eost of returning falls upon the institution. 

Were we to keep every person committed to the institution in 
confinement until we were positive beyond the peradventure of a 
doubt, that he was absolutely cured, or that the diseased symptoms of 
the brain would never again appear, then the Asylum would be a 
lifelong abiding place and death alone would be the means of- 
discharge. " 

Insanity may, and often does recur in those who have been dis- 
charged as cured. Under favorable conditions, new attacks may oc- 
cur; the germs of the disease having remained dormant in the brain, 
a recurrence of former conditions may develop, and m many cases 
even in a more violent form. No human knowledge can determine 
the length of time a patient will remain ini a normal mental condition, 
after having been onee demented and pronouneed eured by the best 
medical expert ahenist. 

Patients who have been under our care for some length of time 
and there 1s a preponderence of evidence, to us, in their favor, that 
the mind has, in a great measure recovered its normal condition, and 
whd have no suicidal or homicidal tendencies, are permitted to leave 
the institution subject, however, to the legal restraints provided by 
legislative acts and rulings of the Board of Control. 


-CARE OF PATIENTS. 


Each individual patient is treated as though il physically as 
well as mentally and treatment administered as seems-most efficacious. 
Unfortunately, force, sometimes, has to be employed in every insti- 
tution for the insane; but cases that will not yield to tact and kindness 
are very rare, yet when imperative, the method employed takes away 
its offensiveness. 

A kind word, a pleasant smile, an assurmg touch will almost 
invariably quiet the most excitable patient, convincing him that he 
has nothing to fear and no harm is intended him. The extreme vio- 
lence of many patients is caused from delusions of the mind, purely 
imaginative, that they are being persecuted, or that bodily harm is 
being done them by some one. A harsh word, a virulent>look, a 
threatening act go far toward confirming the patient’s false ideas 
which arouses his antagonism and refusal to become quiet. 

With this thought m mind such a class of attendants are sought 
for that will most clearly carry out the demands for humane treat- 
ment. Under no circumstances is an attendant allowed to strike a 
patient, unless 1n an actual ease of self defense to prevent injury to 
himself or to another. Cruelty in any form subjects an attendant to 
immediate dismissal. 
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The arising and retirmg hours are regulated by the seasons. 
Those who are physically able are required to arise, from October 
first to April first at 5:30 am ; to be properly dressed and bathed 
for the morning meals and accompanied to the general dining hall 
under the care ‘of attendants. 

Attendants are required to attend to the wants of the patients 
during meals. 

The hours of arising and retiring during the remainder of the 
year are six am. and eight p.m. 

Patients are bathed “and shaved w eekly. Bedding and clothing 
are changed weekly throughout all the w ards and more frequently 
when necessary for cleanliness. 

All patients who are able to walk are given outings on the lawns 
and grounds when the weather permits, which in this climate 15 almost 
every day in the year. 

"Every, means is employed to divert the mind of the patient from 
his troubles Some who are desirous of doing light work are per- 
mitted to do so, both inside and outside the buildings. 

Amusements such as cards, checkers, dommoes, chess, ete., afford 
means of recreation. 

The weekly dances are enjoyed much by all who are allowed to 
2 The women assist in the sewing room and on the woman's 
war 

The bill o£ fare m the main consists in the following: 

Breakfast: Mush and mik, meat stew, frut, bread, coffee, 
sugar, milk and Syrup. 

z Dinner: : Soup, boiled meats, potatoes, rice, vegetables, bread and 
ea. 

Supper. Hominy or rice, stewed fruits, cold meats, bread, tea 
‘or coffee, 

This bill of fare is varied every few days by additional dishes 
such as cakes, fruits, ete, ete. 

The hohdays are gala times and all are given feasts of turkey, 
ducks, geese, cakes, apples, oranges, nuts, ete. 


CASUALTIES. 


No fatal casualties have occurred durme the past two years. The 
general health of the patients, taken as a whole, has never been better 
Many of the deaths occurring have been chronic cases of long 
standing. 

During this biennial period death came to many of the old 
original patients, senihty and old age being added to mental ab- 
erration 
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A eoinedenee rather remarkable occurred during the first fiscal 
year of this period in the demise of the first two patients committed 
to an asylum from the Territory of Arizona. 

Originally these were sent to Stockton, Califorma They died 
withun a few days of each other. One of these, Mollie Monroe, or 
Molhe Sawyer, was quite a character im the pioneer days of the 
West. She was, perhaps, better known to more ' Old Timers” than 
any other woman im the Territory, while her caprices, mad acts and 
adventures on the frontier in the early sixties were realities that, to 
most of us, seem to have existence only in romance and fiction She 
carried the proverbial six-shooter and was the wildest roisterer at 
many midnight eseapades. She was the discoverer of the famous 
Castle Creek Hot Sprmgs, of Arizona. 

Besides the recorded deaths of the patients, a memorable, a 
momentous event m the hfe of the Superintendent happened on 
November the 8th, 1903 ers 

On this date it was our sad duty to chronicle the passing away 
of Mis. Ally E. Ward, consort of the Superintendent and Matron 
of the institution She had been ill but a few days and no one 1mag- 
ined her illness would prove fatal 

Long will be remembered this date by the immediate relatives, at- 
tendants and many patients of the asylum. When the attendant 
physieiaus announced that the ‘‘dread summons’’ had come, low, 
subdued converse was held between groups of attendants, the hght 
tread of feet and solemn countenances mdicated some great erisis— 
some pang of deep-felt sorrow. 

It was upon this beautiful Sabbath morn that the spirit of the 
beloved Matron passed over the barrier into the Great Beyond. 

‘She who had become_so attached to many of the unfortunates 
under her charge, and regarded almost in the light of a mothér; she 
whose ministering hand had for so long been extended to alleviate the 
pain and suifering of others, whose sweet, cheerful words had buoyed 
up so many, suddenly eeased The hand became still, the voice hushed. 

Her hfe's work was done. The Master called, she hastened unto 
Him. : ; 

Mrs, Ward is dead, yet the memory of her wil! live enshrined in 

the hearts of those who knew her as she was, 


CONCLUSION. 


The Superintendent ean but congratulate himself upon a sue- 
cessful administration, and the splendid showing of the institution. 
This success, however, has by no means been attamed by his exertions 
alone. The gentlemen who compose the Board of Contro] have been 
of inestimable service by lending their landly suggestions, which have 
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proven of great value. To you, gentlemen, who have so generously 
given your time and thought to the institution, to you, who at all 
times have courteously responded vith your presence and counsel 
when asked, my grateful thanks are given. One who has not been 
burdened with the cares of such a responsible position can have but 
httle idea of the many duties ıt imposes. To be m harmony with a 
candid and conseientious Board is absolutely necessary for success 
as well as gratifying to the meumbent 

To my loyal help, I can but tender my sincere thanks and trust 
our relations will always be pleasant., 

I have striven to promote the interests of the Asylum to the 
best of my ability. I have endeavored to contribute to the comfort 
and happiness and well being of the inmates under my charge. What- 
ever I may have accomplished. has been done for the good of humanity, 
conscious that I have the approval of my fellow men and the favor

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STEWARD'S REPORT, TERRITORIAL ASYLUM FOR THE 
INSANE, 


PHOENIX, Arizona, Nov, 1904. 


Dr. W. H. Ward, Medical Superintendent— 


Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit to the honorable Board 
of Control, through you, my report for the biennial period, covering 
the time from July 1, 1902, to June 30, 1904, inclusive. This report 
embraces the farm and grounds, garden and lawns, dairy, stock, 
engineer and plumbing department, laundry, general repairs and the 
improvements 

Also an itemized statement of the receipts and disbursements of 
the institution durmg the period named. 


FARM AND GROUNDS. 


During the first fiscal year of this period, the farm products 
suffered from the extreme drought that prevailed throughout the 
Territory, while the land was tilled with unusual care, and the water 
supply husbanded judiciously, yet results were not.such as hoped for. 
The nature of the soil of the farm is sueh—being stiff adobe—that 
continual work is necessary to keep 1t m anything hke good condition. 

The farmer and the men under his control have been kept busy 
looking after the various features of the plantation. Much cleaning 
up has been done, embracing lawns, yards, and out-houses. Land has 
been leveled in the eultivated fields and around the newly erected 
buildings 

Cedar posts have been used wherever new fences have been built 
All outhouses have been whitewashed; new irrigation ditches dug and 
new boxes placed in position 

Dunng the first fiscal year about 200 tons of alfalfa and grain 
hay were harvested, sufficient pasturage has been produced to keep 
the dairy herd, although some pasturage has been purchased for the 
dry and young cattle. 

The larger portion of the farm is sown to alfalfa. Land sown 
to alfalfa is alternated with barley and oats, All the manure ob- 
tainable from the ranch stables and cow corrals hag been hauled 
upon the garden and lawn borders, likewise about 200 wagon loads 
from town and one hundred loads of loam and dirt from the desert.

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GARDEN AND LAWNS 


One of tbe greatest sources we have for reducing provision bills 
comes from the garden, it having paid m the past two years the sum 
Ol E EE TE AEE MA SR a BA BOR TT 


We have had to overcome to a great extent an almost insur- 
mountable obstacle in our garden plot, by having to cope with one 
of the worst soils for the purpose that ean be found in the valley. 
The soil is a heavy adobe and very poor. By persistency and con- 
tinual fertilizing 1t 15 at present in fair condition. Not only has all 
the manure produced at the Asylum corrals, but a great deal 
has been hauled from the feed stables m the city. Much 
rich loam has been hauled from the desert and elsewhere, and used 
not only jn the vegetable beds but has been extensively used around 
the shrubbery and flowers. 

We likewise have pits in which is thrown all refuse and vegetable 
matter that will when well rotted make fine fertilizer; this manner of 
making fertihzers, however, 1s not the best, as many of the best prop- 
erties are lost through chemical change, yet it js the best means we 
have at present, and upon the whole pays—especially in a dry 
climate, 

Nearly all garden vegetables do well here with sufficiently rich 
soil. The stuff nature of our ground precludes the successful culti- 
vation of berries. The lawns have been neatly fended and present 
a nice appearance. Olives have been planted upon each side of the 
drive-way between the ash trees, leading to the public road south of 
the main building ‘These are intended te take the place of the ash 
trees some tune in the future as ornamental trees. Whenever there is 
a shortage of water, the lawns and gardens are favored.

ENGINEER AND PLUMBING DEPARTMENT 


Durme the last two years this department has been unusually ac- 
tive, owing to extensive repairs. new work and improvements. "This 
würk has been done without additional help, notwithstanding that one 
of'the force is on duty from 4:30 A. M. to 6:30 P. M.. and the other 


from 6 A, M. to 9:30 P. M. 
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REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


In addition to the many small repair jobs occuring daily we have 
had to make extensive repairs on the return line from our heat sys- 
tem In the building this lme is beneath the cement floor and has 
been in service sinee the installation of the heating system. We now 
have it in very good repair, but on account of corrosion this line will 
last but another winter at most. Formerly a pump was used to carry 
away the returns, but by repairing and ehangmg an old trap we have 
| dispensed with the pump, secured better service and recovered about 
“| hundred feet of twoaneh galvamzed pipe. The Cylinder valve and 
~ als ol our engine have been re-bored and a new valve, piston 
ut’ for same, This has made quite a saving in fuel as well 
a to he efficiency of the engine. 
" S correcting short arcuit in generator armature we have greatly 
; injproved the lighting capacity, Where formerly 105 volts was the 
l maximum pressure we could give at full load, we are now giving 115 
1 
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volts with an inerease in load. The old boiler has been fitted w ith a 
set of;new tubes and new stack. 

We have improved our hot water system by putting in a small 
“cireulatine pump which keeps the main line constantly full of hot 
water, making waste unnecessary. 
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Several eireuits of our lighting system were grounded and short 
circuited. These have all been repaired. On account of defective con- 
struction the frame of our laundry engine became crooked, this has 
been repaired. 

The hot water boiler that has been in use for many years—one 
which in former days did service at Fort MeDowell—has been replaced 
with a modern one, quickly heated by steam and taking up but very 
little space as compared with the old style, besides being about $500 00 
cheaper It has also been necessary to run a new two-inch main from 
this new heater to connect with the old main. 

The two furnaces built by patients have proven defective. One of 
these has been replaced with new and substantial work. 

The old boiler which was supported by defective peers has been 
improved by having two loops riveted to the shell and suspended from 
two sets of 9-inch I beams, making it safe and secure. 

On account of changing our fuel from wood to coal, a new set of 
grates became necessary. We have replaced them with a set of well 
known shaking grates which are giving good satisfaction. 

4 The old transmission line from generator to main building has 
been replaced with a new one of double insulated No 1 Copper Wire. 
These wires are suspended from poles made from old boiler tubes. 
This new line has sufficient carry capacity to supply our buildings for 
some time to come; a. distribution box has been made and placed in 
the basement. 

Six new ceiling fans have been placed in the patients’ dining hall 
to replace the old ones which were worn out beyond repair. 

A coal bin of two car loads capacity has been constructed 

On account of the moving of the general kitchen all the steam 
cooking apparatus has had to be re-set and re-piped. Several new 
pieces have also been added. 

A new stack was put on Bakery oven. Cement floor was put m 
toilet and Bath room of Ward 6 

A new 3-inch cold water main was laid From pump to tank and 
from tank to mam. We now have about 300 feet of 2-inch pipe be- 
tween this 3-inch main and the main building This should be re- 
p by 3-ineh pipe to insure sufficient water supply for fire pur- 


as of the briek recóvered from the old building have been used 
for a floor m boiler room 

A new duplex steam pump has been put in pit of new well which 
furnishes an abundant supply of water. A new tubular boiler 16 feet 
long was purchased and installed. i 

A large item m the expense of the department has been the re- 
placing of old worn out valves, pipe, ete. 

Notwithstanding that a new steam laundry has been installed 
which consumes fifty per cent. of our fuel and that we are giving bet- 
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ter hght and steam service, the present force has succeeded in re- 
duemg the fuel account for the last year $300 00 under what ıt was 
when the old hand laundry was in operation, making a saving of over 
$1500 ın fuel for the year. 

A paid fireman is badly needed. The present force consists of 
but two men. Should a fire occur, one man 1s needed at the boiler, the 
other at the pump, leaving the handling of the fire apparatus in the 
hands of inexperienced employees, besides lessening the hours of the 
present force who are on duty nearly 16 hours each day. 

The returns from our heat and exhaust hnes now go to waste 
on account. of the presence of oil The insulation of a feed water 
heater and purifier would enable us to use this water, prolong the life 
of the boilers, and elammate the greater amount of solids contained in 
the feed water 

Nearly every year it becomes necessary to put up a new iron stack 
and we would suggést the erection of a substantia] one of brick as a 
profitable investment

The resident Carpenter has been kept busy with general repairs, 
and various new work. The windows throughout the building’ have 
been fitted with weights and cord, with the exception of a few in 
which weights and cord have been fitted to lower sash only

roofing has been painted also 
| Many new cots and mattresses have been made Aside from the 
hair and moss used in matresses, we have made one ton of palm fibre 
into matresses which so far has given satisfaction.

Many new features have been added to the Institution during this 
biennial period. First, an addition has been built to the general 
Dining Hall to be used as a kitchen and bakery. A new patent ; Peter- 
son's Oven has been built into one end of the bakery. , Tt is built upon 
the principle of a cooking stove and will retain heat sufficiently for 
baking biscuits 20 hours after beeoming hot without extra firing It 
gives perfect satisfaction. 

New Steam Cooking Utensils of the latest institution paterns have 
been: placed in the kitchen of the general dining hall. 

New white enamalled iron bed steads have been purchased and 
distributed throughout the wards where needed. 

A new laundry and engine house have been built and equipped 
with modern machinery. 

A new well has been drilled and a substantial well house placed 
over the same. 

As a further protection against the danger of fire, precaution has 
been taken by equipping the main and out buildings with the latest 
patented fire extinguishers. 

Stay rods have been run through the general dining hall the 
width of the building, rendering the walls more substantial and rigid, 
precluding the danger of a collapse. 

New shaking grates were placed in the boiler furnaces when fuel 
was changed from wood to coal. 

A new tower has been erected for water tank and a new [ron 
Tank of 25,000 gallons placed in position. Other improvements of 
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equal import*uce, but too numerous to mention in this report have 
been made. 

The last Territorial Legislature passed an act granting the issuing 
of bonds to the amount of $100,000.00 for the purpose of general im- 
provements. This fund to be drawn upon for the stated sum of $20,- 
000, per year until exhausted. This fund to be employed chiefly m 
the construction of additional building for the accommodation of Pa- 
tients. Plans are now being drawn for two cottages to. be erected 
near the east and west ends of the Main Building. 

By comparmg the daily cost per patient in this institution with 
that of others, when takmg into consideration the distance we are from 
market centers and the high freight rates we are compelled to pay 
for articles shipped, we make a fair showing—as low a rate as any 
Institution of like nature 

The low daily per capita cost, however, is not a record that should 
be looked upon with pride as 1t necessitates ‘the most stringent economy 
to effect such results Too strict economy in the main works a detri- 
ment to the inmates. Humanity demands that every means should 
be employed—no expense spared that might lead the patients to re- 
covery. The best interests of the Territory demand that such aid 
should be meted out, as will subserve these ends. It is a heavy burden 
to care for the Insane. Yet ın all the departments, I have striven to 
practice such economy as will invite no eriticism or complaint and at 
the same time mect the sentimental demands of the Public.

DIETARY. 
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The provisions furnished the inmates of the prison consist of 
fresh beef, and occasionally fresh pork from the prison farm, potatoes, 
onions, beans, rice, hominy, oat meal, rolled oats, coffee, tea, molasses, 
syrup, sugar, dried peas, dried apples, dried peaches, dried apricots 
and dried prunes. This list is supplemented with squash, sweet po- 
tatoes, cabbage and other vegetables in season. 

Fresh bread also forms a part of the regular daily ration. The 
bread 1s made from high grade flour, and 1s always wholesome and of 
the best quality.

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PRISON PROPERTY. 


Owing to the many unprovements made on the prison grounds 
during the past two years, the valuation of prison property has been 
greatly enchanced, though it would be a difficult matter to give a cor- 
rect estimate of the value of these improvements. 

The report of my predecessor, Mr. Herbert Brown, estimated the 
valuation of prison property at about $150,000 exclusive of improve- 
ments made during his ineumbency as superintendent 

From the number of improvements made during the period covered 
by this report, the valuation of the prison property may be approxi- 
mately estimated at $115,000 00. 

The origmal grant of land to the Territory from the Town of 
Yuma as related 1n the previous reports on the subject, embraces 8 
and 38-100 aeres situated at the eonfluenee of the Colorado and Gila 
rivers. 

This grant does not include a strip of land bordering on the Colo- 
rado river, known as the quarry reserve, the office of the superintend- 
ent, the assistant supenntendent’s house, guard quarters, water tanks, 
and stand, and a small portion of the northeastern corner of the main 
yard, 1s located on this strip, and the necessity of the Territory having 
title to this land is apparent. 

Efforts have been made in the past to acquire a lease from the 
city of Yuma on this strip, and I also have been negotiating with, the 
Yuma city eouneil to that end, though the council has refused to grant 
such lease to date - 

In the event that a lease or title is secured to this strip I would 
recommend that the buildings thereon be demolished and structures 
ereeted 1n keeping with the needs and growth of the prison. "The pres- 
ent buildings are wholly unservieable and should be replaced by more 
modern offiees and dwellings. 

. In order to show the line of demarcation between the land known 
as the quarry reserve, and to more clearly mdicate the possessions of 
the Territory, a map of the prison grounds 1s appended herewith. 

The Territory also has title to a grant of 2115 acres of land situ- 
ated between the fork of the Colorado and Gila rivers, the latter form- 
ing the southern boundary and the Colorado the northern boundary of 


' the grant. 


This is known as ‘‘prison farm,’’ but the term is misleading, for 
the land is valueless for productive purposes, being subject to over- 


z flow during the spring months, and dry when water is most needed 


for cultivation i 
This land could only be reclaimed for cultivation by the building 
of levees along the river banks, but the expense of the undertaking 


t makes it prohibitive. 
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A small portion of this land was cultivated a few years ago with 
but indifferent success, the cost of raising the crops having been found 
equal to the value of the products. This land, however, is no longer 
available for cultivation as the source of water for irrigation, the Gila 
river, has changed its course. 

A portion of the grant embracing about three acres has been 
fenced and is used as pasture ground for the prison stock. 

The one redeeming feature in this grant from the standpoint of 
utility, is ın the dense growth of young willow timber which covers it, 
and which will be valuable to the prison at some future time for fuel 


PRISON IMPROVEMENTS. 


2 


Since iis: time of making the last biennial report mueh has been 
accomplished in the line of improvements and repairs to prison prop- 
erty. 

These necessary improvements have been made possible by the 
appropriation made by the 21st legislature, for this purpose. 

A resume of the work accomplished by the judicious expenditure 
of this appropriation follows: 

The first and a most necessary improvement made upon my as- 
suming office as superintendent was to install a drainage system for 
the yard. 

During rainy weather the yard was covered with water and mud, 
engendering disease and interfering with routine yard work. After 
laying the drainage system of 6 inch vitrified pipe, the yard was 
brought down to the proper grade and then covered to a depth of six 
inches with crushed rock This was covered with a layer of blue dirt, 
well tamped to make a smooth and solid surface. The top or final 
dressing was of decomposed granite procured from a point about a 
mile from the prison, and which being of a clayey nature made an ex- 
cellent macadam. 

For surface drainage catch basins with grated tops were placed 
at suitable locations in the yard. 

The drainage is now excellent, the water quickly passing off into 
the catch basins, leaving the yard in good condition at all times. 

The outside yard between the main gateway and office was also 
treated to a covering of blue dirt and decomposed granite 

. Owing to the constant breaking of the main water pipe leading 
from the power plant of the Yuma Water & Light Company, it was 
found necessary to lay a new 4-inch wrought iron pipe for a distance 
of 400 feet to the prison. 

The water supply system was further greatly improved by the 
eonstruetion of an auxillary tank, with a capacity of 14,000 gallons, 
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This new tank 1s constructed of heavy galvanized iron, and ad- 
joins the main cistern. The new tank rests on a solid roek foundation 
S feet in height It was enclosed with a framework and a room 
20x30 feet square constructed on top, designed as guards’ quarters 

Previous to the construction of this auxihary tank the water 
was always 1n a muddy condition, and almost unfit for drinking or 
cooking purposes, as well as causing unnecessary wear on the engine 
and boilers of the hghting plant. The tanks are now used alter- 
nately, the water bemg much clearer, greatly improves the sanitary 
condition of the prison. 


Owing to the activity m improvement work a team of mules had 
been hired for the purpose of doing the necessary hauling of building 
material, This team had been in use for several months at a rental 
of $20 per month, and as a team would be necessary at all times, 
it was deemed more economical for the prison to own its own team, 
the mules were aecordingly reheved and a team of mules purehased 
in Phoenix 

The most important work that has been in progress during the 
period eovered by this-report, has been the levehng of the hill 
south of the main yard, and the building of the wall enclosing the 
new yard created by the excavating of the hill mentioned. 

From 50 to 100 prisoners have been employed daily on all 
working days om this work, and it 1s now almost completed, with 
the exception of that portion of the hill which formas the southern 
wall of the main yard. As this portion of the hill contains the dug- 
out cells, ın both the main and sub-yard, which cells are in con- 
stant use, further exeavating will have to be stopped until such time 
as provision is made for additional cells, for the accommodation 
of the overflow population. 

The work of constructing the wall-surrounding the new yard 
was begun in the latter part of 1902, and was completed shortly 
before the close of the biennial period. 

The wall extends from the southwestern corner of the mam 
yard at the junetiom of the woman's quarters, and extends south- 
ward 152 feet to the southern boundary of the prison grounds, 
thence eastward 275 feet, thenee northward 70 feet to the junction 
of the sub-yard. 

In dimensions the wall conforms to the wall surrounding the 
main yard, having a height from the top of the foundation of 17 
feet, and a width of 8 feet at the base, the outside of the wall sloping 
inward to a width of 6 feet at the top of the wall. The inner side 
of the wall is perpendicular. 

Approximately 86,800 adobes, manufactured on the prison 
grounds, were used in the construction of the wall, the outer cover- 
ing being of adobe, with crushed rock and mortar filled in the inner 
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space. This method of construction is considered superior to a 
sohd adobe wall, besides making a great saving in the number of 
adobes used, there being an ample supply of erushed roek for filler. 
At intervals of six feet cross sections of adobe were laid in the wall. 

Owing to a depression m the hill on the west hne of the new 
yard, the foundation of the wall was constructed to a height of 22 
feet above ground, the inner side of the wall being filled to bring 
the yard up to the established grade at that point. The wall at 
this point has an average height of 39 feet from the ground on the 
outer side of the wall. 

The foundation of the new wall throughout was constructed of 
solid rock, obtained from the prison quarry, 1t being, estimated that 
51,000 cubic feet of rock and 60,000 pounds of lime were used in 
the construction of the foundation. 

A double gateway having an inside measurement of 14x32 feet 
was constructed on the southeastern corner of the new yard The 
walls of the gateway were constructed of adobe. protected with iron 
grating laid in the walls to a height of 8 feet above the ground, 
thus preventing prisoners from boring through the walls. 

The outer entrance of the gateway has an iron grating and the 
inner a solid sheet iron gate, the same as provided for the main 
gateway of the prison 

On the top of the gateway extending the length of the dmve- 
way a guard stand having dimensions of 16x32 feet was constructed. 

This guard stand was designed to have eoniniand over both the 
inner and outer gate, and is also used as a reloading room for am- 
munition, and for other neeessary armory^ work, the room being pro- 
vided with lockers and work benches. The floor is of cement. 

A guard stand of suitable size was also constructed on the south- 
western corner of the new yard. 

The motor which was used to operate the blower, which forces 
ventilation into the cell house, was found to be imadequate for the 


‘work required, and a new motor of 714 horse power was purchased, 


the old motor being traded as part payment for the new and larger 
one, : 
Among the minor improvements, but none the less important, was 
the purchase of a 60-gallon eoffee boiler, which was installed ın the 
kitchen The boiler is operated by steam from the engine room, 
and by the saving of fuel, paid for itself in a short time. 

A new buggy was purchased for the use of the prison, the old 
buggy having beeome unserviceable. It was sold for $25.00. 

Guard stands Nos 1 and 4, which had become unserviceable were 
replaced by new and larger stands, not only adding to the comfort of 
the guards, but giving a better command of both the mner and outer 
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Owing to the rapid merease of the prison population during the 
last few months of the bienmal pemod, I found it absolutely neces- 
sary to make additional cell room for prisoners A new five cell steel 
cage of tool proof material was accordingly ordered from the Cham- 
pion Iron Company, of Kenton, Ohio. 

For the installation of the new cage a suitable building constructed 
of adobe, with galvanized iron roofing, was erected on the west side 
of the main cell house 

This building 1s 48x26 feet in size, and 1s so constructed as to give 
all the ventilation and light necessary. 

Though these addditional cells will somewhat relieve the cramped 
condition of the prison, it is by no means adequate for the present 
population, not alone the possibility of a greatly increased population 
in the immediate future. 

Owing to the lack of cell room many of the most trusty prisoners 
are compelled to sleep on cots in the yard. Every cell ıs crowded, 
the double cells, which are divided by iron gratings, contain 12 men 
each, and the single eclls have 6 oceupants each. 

For the proper observance of disexplme, and to prevent the prac- 
tiee of pernicious habits as the result of the overcrowding of cells, 


, each cell should not have more than two occupants. 


From a sanitary pomt of view, the overcrowding of prisoners in 
cells engenders the spread of disease which would be difficult to 
cope with in the present condition of affairs. 

In order to meet the present demands I recommend the pur- 
chase of a sixty cell, double deck steel cage I have corresponded 
with several manufacturers on the subject, and find that the cost 
of a sixty cell Bessemer steel cage will be approximately $25,000.00, 
and the same thing of tool proof material, approximately $34,000.00 

For the installation of this cage I also recommend the construc- 
tion of a building 176x35 feet, adjoinmg the present main cell -house 
on the east side, on the ground now occupied by the electric light 


+ plant, laundry, shoe and tailor shop, bath room and library, the build- 


ing to be constructed to contam the cage and library room. 

In respect to the recommendation for additional cell room, I will 
add that the portion of the hill forming the south wall of the main 
yard, the west wall of the sub-yard, and the east wall of the women’s 
yard contains the dug-out cells, which will soon have to be removed 
incident to the final excavation of the hill. These cells are in con- 


‘& stant use, being used mainly as punishment cells, and for the isola- 


tion of prisoners afflicted with contagious or infectious diseases. 


E When these cells are removed other means will have to be found for 
W the isolation of those undergoing punishment, for prisoners having 
@ infectious diseases and for the accommodation of women prisoners. 


Upon the completion of the new yard, I would recommend the 
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purchase of a duplicate electric light plant, the same to be installed 
with all other machinery and workshops m the new yard. The re- 
moval of these buildings will prevent possible damage to the ma- 
chinery inadent to an attempt at an outbreak on the part of the 
prisoners, and will create the necessary space for the construction of 
the new cell house. 

In respect to the purchase of a duplicate engme and boiler for 
the electric plant, I will add that the present plant is not very ser- 
viceable, being subject to breaking down, causing great annoyance, 
and the purchase of dupheate parts at unnecessary expense from the 
manufacturers of the engme The installation of an auxihary plant 
would provide against all possible contingencies. 

The approximate cost of the duplicate electric light plant, the 
building for the new cage and the 60 cell cage complete, will be from 
$45,000 to $50,000 I 


SANITARY AND HEALTH OF PRISONERS 


Though the sanitary condition of the prison has been greatly bet- 
tered during the past two years, it could be still further improved 
by relieving the congested condition of the prison, in providing ad- 
ditional cells. 

The cell houses, however, are kept serupulously clean, disin- 
fectants being constantly used, and cleanliness on the part of the 
prisoners bemg rigidly enforced 

, Constant attention is given the diet of the prisoners, the food 
being tested at each meal to ensure it being wholesome and well 
cooked. 

The sick in hospital are placed on special diet and have the 
best of attention. 

Constant vigilance is required at all times to prevent the intro- 
duction of disease into the prison, by prisoners who are brought 


. here after being held several months in county jails awaiting trial 


An instance of this danger was made apparent nearly two years 
ago by a female prisoner, brought here from Graham county. Upon 
her arrival symptoms of small pox were discovered. She was 1m- 
mediately isolated and her clothing burned. Upon her recovery from 


_ the disease, her quarters were fumigated, and her clothing and bed- 


ding burned, which prevented the spread of the disease. 

The general health of the prisoners is very good, though there 
are a few cases of consumption. These cases are isolated from the 
other inmates by being kept in the sub-yard. It is noticeable that 
the majority of deaths that oeeur in the prison are due to consump- 
tion, which 1n most cases was contracted prior to arrival here 
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4 There were 11 deaths in the prison during the past two years. 
¿Two of these deaths was the result of gunshot wounds inflicted while 
2 attempting to escape. Another was a case of suicide and one a 
7 case of murder. $ 

For further mformation concerning the samtary condition of the 
prison and health of the inmates, attention 1s called to the report of 
*the prison physician, Dr. J. A. Ketcherside, appended hereto

EMPLOYMENT OF PRISONERS. 


i In accordance with the regulations governing the prison, a 
stipulated amount of work required of every able-bodied inmate of” 
the prison. 

3 Owing to the aetivity in improvement work during the past two 
years, it has not been difficult to keep the entire prison population 
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at some employment, but with the completion of the new yard, whieh | 
is not far distant, other mcans will have to be found for the employ- P 
ment of the surplus population,—those not having regularly as-; 
signed tasks. 

A force of 100 or more has been daily employed on the rock. 
bank and in building the new wall, but the latter work now being 
finished, the men are employed at other tasks, with the exception 
of those still engaged in excavating for the new yard. 

During the warm weather the force employed on the rock bank. 
is divided into two squads working alternate days During the 
summer months a force of men is also engaged in making adobes, 
for the use of the prison and for sale to outside parties 

To operate the plant, workshops, kitchen, bake shop, hospital and 
the various departments of the prison requires a daily force of 140 
prisoners, the remaining number being assigned to the rock bank or 
various other tasks. 

During thew leisure hours many of the prisoners devote then- 
selves to'the manufacture of articles for sale to visitors, or which 
are sent to friends on the outside to dispose of. These articles con- 
sist mainly of hair and leather bridles, hair belts, hat bands, canes, 
onyx jewelry, fancy hardwood boxes, ete With money thus deriva, 
the prisoners are able to keep themselves supphed with necessities, 
such as stamps, stationery, ete., and are permitted to order goods not 
contraband, one day in every two weeks 

The Territory exacts one-third of the proceeds of all articles 
sold, the remainder being placed to the eredit of the prisoners in 
the office 
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DISCIPLINE 

The discipline of the prison with one or two exceptions has hu cn, 
excellent. All infractions of rules or regulations are prompt'y 
dealt with. 

The only mode of punishment adopted 1s solitary confinement 2 
the dark cell on a diet of bread and water, the period of conim ~ 
went being regulated according to the gravity of the offense 

Although this mode of punishment does not seem severe, it his 
been demonstrated that a few days confinement generally subdu» 
the most refractory prisoner There are only a few prisoners who 
will risk a second period of confinement 1m the dark cell. 

A certain number of infractions of rules subjects the prisoner, 
to loss of ''good time," whieh on a sentence of five years or mere, i5 3 
considerable.

j PRISON LIBRARY. 


a During the past two years there has been considerable increase 
Sin the number of bound volumés in the prison library. The major: ity 
Gof the volumes were purchased from the library fund, which is main- 
gtained by the admission fees charged to visitors, though many vol- 
mes were contributed by outsiders. Owing to frequent usage a great 
Amany of the books are in a bad condition. There are about 1200 
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volumes on the library shelves, epvering a varied list of subjects, gun 
eipally religious arid historical. 

Prisoners are allowed to draw books from the library at ai^ 
time an enrollment of 70 pupils, very few of these at the time of 
each volume bemg kept by the librarian. 

Magazines and many of the leading-periodicals are kept on the 
hbrary tables, though newspapers are strietly prohibited. 


PRISON SCHOOL. | 


The prison school has now been in operation for four years, and 
has been productive of much good to the inmates taking advantage of 
the opportunity to acquire an elementary education. 

"The school which is presided over by a convict has at the present, 
time an enrollment of 70 pupils, very few of these at the time of 
enrollment, being able to read or write. They are now fairly pro- 
ficient im these branches. Prisoners are not compelled to attend 
school, it being a matter of their own choice. 

The curriculum consists of the elementary branches—reading, 
penmanship, geography, arithmetic, orthography and history. 
Musie and the Spanish language are also taught. 


! OFFICERS AND GUARDS. 


To the efficiency of the officers and guards I am indebted in be-' 
ing able to successfully conduct the affairs of the prison. They have 
at all times been ready to assist me in maintaining discipline, and: 
ever ready to obey orders. 

In order to promote the efficiency of the guard force it tas: 
been my aim to employ men proficient in the use of firearms, of 
good reputation, sober, and of known courage. To this end 1 have, 
been successful, having a force of guards whose records on the tar- 
get range are above the average, and who cam be relied upon in an 
emergency.

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith my biennial report 
for the two years ending June 30th, 1904. 

A considerable increase in the death rate during the period cov- 
ered by this report, as compared with the preceding two years, will 
be noted by reference to exhibit ‘‘A,’’ though when the number of 
deaths due to extraordinary causes are taken into consideration, 1t 
will be apparent that the general health of the prisoners is better 
than it has been for several years. 

Death in two eases was due to gunshot wounds inflicted while 
the prisoners were attempting to escape, and in one ease to knife 
wounds inflicted upon the deceased by a fellow convict. 

There has been: one case of suicide by hanging. 

Five cases of tuberculosis have resulted fatally, making mine 
cases practically beyond medical skull. 

Of the two remaining cases, death was due in the first to general 
debihty, the patient having been an invalid for years, and his death 
had been anticipated for several months In the last ease, the pa- 
tient had suffered from traumatice orchitis for a considerable time 
prior to his imprisonment. and upon his arrival here it was evident 
that a fatal termination of his disease could be avoided only by 
an operation, to this, however, the patient declined to submit, and 
death eventually resulted. 

The new hospital completed almost two years ago is an institu- 
tion of which I ean not speak too highly, and I believe that the uni- 
form success attending the treatment of diseases of a more or less 
serious nature during the past two years may be attributed in a 
great measure to the facilities afforded by this excellent institution. 

The hospital is furnished with neat, comfortable beds of a num- 

ber sufficient to meet all requirements, while the stock of drugs and 
surgical instruments is quite complete. 
f The sanitary condition maintained in the hospital is not ex- 
eelled by that of any similar institution of my acquaintance. In fact, 
the sanitary arrangement of the entire prison is all that it should be, 
with the exception of a single defect. I refer to the lack of cell 
room Every cell in the prison is now utilized to its fullest capacity, 
there being from four to six men in the small cells, and from eight 
to twelve in the large ones, where for sanitary and other reasons there 
should not be more than two oceupants of the same cell. 

The exceptionally neat and cleanly appearance presented by the 
prison yards and buildings is a subject for congratulation to the 
administration, and 1s a most important factor in the preservation 
of the health of the prisoners. 

I take advantage of this opportunity to express my appreciation 
of the courtesy extended to me by the prison officials during the term 
of my service.

Its organization, with all details of arrangement, diseipline, and 
more than all else, its educational and systematic order of conduct, 
has, indeed, been a very difficult task in the hands of the Board, 
whose distinct aim has been to give to its unfortunate inmates, in 
one, a school and home, and not a place of pumishment However, 
through the fortunate selection of a Superintendent who had had 
very superior training for that kind of work, in his former connection 
with the widely known Reform School at Whittier, Califorma, the 
Board has been relieved of much anxiety and trouble which in other 
less experienced hands would have been theirs. 

- Had it not been for this Industrial School, the majority of the 
boys already there confined would have been taken to the County 
Jail, or the State Penitentiary, and thus thrown in the society of 
the worst men mmaginable, would have become thoroughly bad by the 
time their period of punishment expired, 1f they were not really so at 
the time they were-eommitted; whereas under the present manage- 
ment they have had distinctively good moral trainmg, and making, 
all the time, à steady gain upward 
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Some of the boys when sent m, knew nothing about sleeping on 
a bed—or taking off, and putting on, in regular manner, their clothes 
night and morning, or of bathing and putting on clean clothes, ex- 
cept when the old ones fell to pieces of their own weight and had to 
be replaced by new—neither did they possess any definite ideas of 
order, obedience, discipline and industry. Though this place, pri- 
mar ily, was not. for good boys at all, but for those who were too 
youthful to be thrown mto the society of grown men and hardened 
crimmals, yet among these are some committed for vagrancy, 
burglary, larceny, manslaughter and perjury. 

Thus, it will be seen what a task and responsibility rested upon 
the Superintendent in leading out these difficult specimens of hu- 
manity, some of whom were simply meorngible, to that condition 
where their minds, though dulled by sin and erime, were yet capable 
of being awakened to the influence of hope m being somebody, some 
day, and to an ambition to be educated, to learn busmess, and be a 
man among men. 

Here, not only the Board of Trustees, but those also in whose 
minds the idea of such a school originated, as well as those who had 
influence to maintain and improve it, each community who have 
sent boys there to be trained, and all the taxpayers ın general, may 
eongratulate themselves upon the aequisition of Supt F. R. O'Brien, 
as its initial Superintendent, for he was eminently fitted for this 
laborious work. 

Although the popular idea concernmg this school is that it is 
a penal institution, yet that was far from being the 'eóndeption of 
those who founded and made it an active working medium of 
practical chanty, for here are received, not only the youthful m- 
eorngibles of Arizona, but also some that have neither home nor 
parents, and whose guardians are either unable or unfitted to edu- 
cate and train them. 

The oversight and constant watchful care of these unfortunates 
make necessary the employment of many helpers in the institution 
for, om the principle that “Satan finds some mischief for idle hands 
to do,’’ ıt is the aim of the management to keep the boys constantly 
occupied, either at work, study or play, in order that no time be given 
them in which to concoct or mature plans of mischief, escape; or evil 
of any kind. 

With the instructions of a very excellent teacher all of the 
boys—the younger ones one-half, and the older ones the other half 
of the day are being taught arithmetic, grammar, penmanshıp, geog- 
raphy, reading and drawing, and in some of these branches great ex-* 
cellence has already been attained by many of them. 

For nine months, since the opening of the institution, the boys 
were under the guidance and instruction of a good carpenter, and 
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in the shop were given much useful mformation, so that some of the 
brighter ones became able to make repairs about the premises. After 
this time, however, the Trustees, finding 1t necessary to curtail some 
of the expenses, dispensed with the services of the carpenter. 

The boys were also given the painting of the various buildings 
and improvements. 

There has also been established on the premises a brick yard, 
but as yet small progress has been made m that direction, but it is the 
aim of the Trustees and Superintendent to have manufactured all of 
the brick necessary for future buildings. 

The accommodations of the main building are already becoming 
insufficient, in fact, the entire floor at present occupied for dormitory 
purposes is crowded, and the Board of Trustees are contemplatmg 
the use of the basement for a dining room, thus enabling them to 
utilize the present dining room for additional school room. This, 
though a necessary move by reason of the overcrowded conditions, yet 
is not, by any means, considered by the Trustees a safe proposition, 
for the dining floor being of cement 1s both cold and uncomfortable 
when used for a schoolroom, especially m cold or damp weather. 

It would seem that the most important duty of the Territory to 
those confined within the walls of her pubhe institutions is to give 
earnest heed to their sanitary conditions, 

In case of an epidemic the room now oceupied as a hospital is m- 
adequate, and when the number of inmates increases, it will be 
found that both the culinary and educational department are also 
deficient. 

The present water supply being only sufficient for mere domes- 
tie uses renders the proper care of the trees already on the ground a 
serious problem, and the further adornment and beautifying of the 
grounds, which should be an immediate measure, beyond even an at- 
tempt. 

A farm should be connected with the school grounds which 
should furnish vegetables for the institution, while hay and grain 
should be raised in sufficient quantities to keep the live stoek in good 
order, and to make the school in that respect, so far as’ possible, self 
supporting. 

The training of all the boys-in some one trade or other should 
not be overlooked, for our aim is not only to keep the inmates busy 
and under good moral training while serving their time im the Insti- 
tution, but to prepare them for the active duties of life, as good citi- 
zens. ; 
Shoe, tailor and earpenter shops, supplied with all necessary 
tools, should be established, also a blacksmith shop, various kinds 
of machinery, electric light plant, etc., are almost necessary improve- 
ments, and should find their way into this institutioh. If the pres- 
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ent experiment of making brick is successful, it also should be made 
a permanent feature of the school. 

As this Institution only came into active operation on December 
Ist, 1903, the Superintendent’s report does not begin before that 
date. It has been the aim of the Board of Trustees to use all proper 
care in the expenditure of public money ın the npbulding and main- 
taining of the School, but ıt has not overlooked its duty to the inmates 
as regards health, comfort and trammg. On January Ist of the 
present year the School had only seven inmates, but a full corps of 
teachers, guards, day and night watchman, cooks, etc, had to be 
maintained the same as at the present date, when the School num- 
bers 35, and with double the number of inmates, the same corps of 
assistants could yet handle them. ‘Therefore, it will be seen that the 
per capita cost of maintaining the boys has been necessarily high. 
Our hmited means would not allow us to place the institution on a 
partly self-supporting basis. 

The employement of the boys has so far only been to make re- 
pairs, improvements, beautifying of the grounds, cleaning, washing. 
ete., but nothing of any nature that would make financial returns 
which could have been accredited to their maintenance, and thus 
have reduced the per capita eost. Looking into the financial status 
of state penal institutions all over the land, we find therein every 
department of labor represented, in one of which, each inmate 1s ex- 
pected, and if in physical condition to do so, is compelled to do his 
part. Contracts with leading outside business houses for the pro- 
ductions of convict-labor are ‘often sufficient. to pay the entire run- 
ning expenses of the penitentiary, with perhaps surplus funds for 
improvements on the old, "and construction of new buildings, or for 
the installment of new, or repairs of old plants in the institution. 

A sacred writer has said that ““if a man will not work, neither 


should he eat," but common humanity compels the state to see that 


these unfortunate persons are comfortably housed, fed, and otherwise 
eared for, and it is no more than right that the weight of the al- 
ready heavily burdened tax-payers, who are obliged to support these 
institutions, should be lifted by those, who as criminals, call for sup- 
port, and there is no reason why the inmates of the Territonal 
Industrial School, at Benson, should not in the same manner be 
trained to regular hours of labor, and thus largely lift from the terr- 
torial support the institution, built and organized for their benefit, 
for, working on ths plan, they would be personally as much bene- 
fited in the training and education received, as the territory that has 
so kindly, but properly, spent thousands of dollars for their uplift 
and betterment. 

In the face of all these arguments for the boys, there is another 
startling faet only too noticeable to every observant citizen in all of 
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our towns and villages, and that 1s that there’ are almost, if not as 
many, girls already, and the number, sad to say, is daily increasing, : 
who ought also to be confined in quarters as restraining, as educa- 
tional and as well fitted to train them to be self-respecting, modest 
and intelligent home-makers, as the boys to become good citizens. 
Who of us that admires sweet and modest girlhood and womanhood 
is not daily shocked at the loud voiced, baudy dressed, gum chewing 
and puneh drinking girls that go up and down the streets of our 
best cities in broad daylight, or worse still, 1n the late hours of mght, 
with little heed for the eonventionahties, and sometimes even the de- 
cencies of exvilized and enlightened communities? 

Heedless of home restraint, and unmindful of parental authority, 
they are rapidly becoming fit residents of homes of detention and 
asylums for the fallen, or at the best, to swell the shocking list of 
home seandals, elopements, or applicants for court divorce suits 

Both observation and experience of practical managers of these 
charitable and benevolent institutions everywhere acknowledge that, 
however well the plan of co-education of the sexes may work 1n pubhe 
schools, colleges and universities, yet the same plans when operated 
with regard to straying and vicious boys and girls, have proved most 
disastrous, troublesome and ruinous to all concerned. Hence, with 
the present Industrial School at Benson, already full of boys and en- 
tirely untenable for girls, where are to be found quarters for these 
wilful, unrestrained, demoralized and demoralizing girls? , Did our 
young ahd growing womanhood but know, or care to know, that with 
them rests the moral renovation of our ambitious young men, how 
studiously would they strive, and the often uncaring mothers'as well, 
to embody in their daily lives and examples? both at home and abroad, 
those quiet, firm, modest and amiable traits of character so attractive 
and winsome wherever met and admired 

These are the conditions with which the citizens at large and the 
members of the next Legislature will be confronted, 

Following are abstracts from the Superintendent’s report - 

“The formal opening of the Territorial Industrial Schoo] was 
made on December Ist, 1903, by appropriate exercises, and on the 
3rd of December, 1903, the first boys were received. Since that 
date to the present time we have under our control 35 boys." 

RECEPTION AND ADMISSION OF INFANTS. 

1st, Infants between the ages of 8 years and 16 are admitted 
to the Institution for a term not less than one year nor more than 
five years, on commitment from any court of competent jurisdiction 
when convicted of any erme, which, being committed by an adult, 
would be punishable by imprisonment in the eounty jail or peniten- 
tiary ‘ 

“2nd When an infant, by reason of being incorrigible, of vicious 
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conduct, has gone beyond the control and power of a parent or 
guardian, such infant, may on conviction, by a court of record be 
committed to the guardianship of the Institution for the same period 
as mentioned above, Of the 35 boys, 16 were committed under the 
first section, and 1f the Institution were not in existence, would have 
been sentenced to a county jail or the penitentiary; the other 19 
boys were committed.under the second section; of this last number 8 
committed crimes that would have been punishable by sentence in 
a county jail, the other 11 boys were beyond the control of their 
parerits 

In reeeiving a boy in the Institution, he is first presented at the 
. Office, where on presentation of the commitment, same 1s examined, 
and if found correct, a receipt is given by the Superintendent to the 
person delivering the boy, a record is then made of his previous his- 
tory as far as aseertainable, also his age, height, weight ànd nativity 
of himself and parents, 1£ parents are alive or dead, and a complete 
description of his personal appearanee, all of which is kept in a book 
for that purpose. 

At this time the boy is informed: ‘‘That whatever has been his 
past, whatever he may have done to cause him to be committed, is 
blotted out so far as the officers and management are concerned, and 
it rests entirely upon himself, as to his future in the Institution. 

“That we are here {0 assist him in overcoming any faults, and it 
is our desire to inspire all with a feeling of confidence; that the 
Institution is not like a penal institution, but a school where he ean be 
taught to be useful to himself and others, and have the benefits of 
an edueation, by which, when his time is up, he may go forth with 
a feeling that lus detentien did some good and take'his place among 
the good people of the world, and not be a burden to society. He 
is also told that any honest labor is honorable, be it ever so humble, 
and whatever 1s undertaken, do it with a will.” 

If he be a large boy, he is assigned to Company “A”. If a 
small one, to Company ‘‘B’’. The Captain then takes charge of him, 
makes a requisition on the Commissary for a complete outfit of cloth- 
ing, consisting of 2 pairs overalls, 1 pair shoes, 1 pair suspenders, 2 
pairs hose, 2 overshirts, 2 suits underwear, 2 handkerchiefs, 1 cap, 
1 blouse, 1 dress suit of blue drilling, and 1 dress cap The Captain 
then takes him to the bath room, where he is thoroughly cleansed, 
clean clothing is put on, and his soiled clothing, if in good condition, 
is sent to the laundry, and if not in good condition it is destroyed. 
By this time the boy is ready for either assignment to a working de- 
tail, or to a class in the school room. 
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FORMATION OF COMPANIES. 


The larger boys are formed m a military company, which is 
known as Company ““A””, The smaller boys into one which is known 
as Company “B”. Each company 1s under the direct command of 
an employee, who js designated as ‘‘Captain.’’ Cadet officers are 
appointed from time to time, but at present none higher than second 
lieutenant and second sergeant; these cadet officers assist the captains 
in the military drill, ete, and places a responsibility upon the boy, 
gives him confidence, and makes it an object for reward. - 


3 DISCIPLINE. 


The military feature of the Institution is the main one in the 
maintaining of the discipline of the school. All formations are made 
in military order, with check roll calls The companies are marched 
to and from detail ground, dining room, class rooms, closet hne, and 
dormitories, in fact we endeavor to have the entire school under 
regular mlitary discipline as far as possible. From the time the boy 
gets up in the morning, till retiring time at night. he 1s under the 
immediate charge or care of some officer, and when in the dormitory, 
a meht-watehman is awake all night, has the responsibility and 
charge, so, cither awake or asleep, a boy 1s under the surveillance of 
some officer. 3 

We think it very important that we separate thé larger from the 
smaller boys, to avoid the anfluence the larger one would have over 
the smaller (which might be evil). 

At present the educational department is one of the most im- 
portant in the Institution. It 1s arranged so that every boy has an 
opportunity to attend school. 

The smaller boys go to school im the morning from 9 to 11:45 
o'eloek and 1n the afternoon the larger ones attend from 1 to 4 p.m. 
Im the evening under the charge of an officer, they all study for an 
hour preparing the lessons for the following day. 

The regular course of study required by the school law of the 
Territory has been adopted, as far as it is possible to do so Six 
months ago we had boys who could not either read or write, but 
those same ones are now able to do so. Boys are required to write 
to the parents or guardians every two weeks. Very good progress 
has been made in this department, and hope to make better progress 
in the next six months. The school room is cool and airy, furnished 
with single desks. The Territory furnishes all necessary text bobks, 
paper, ete. School sessions are held on every day except Saturday 
and Sunday; there is no vacation, except on regular holidays, so a 
boy here gets nearly twelve months of schooling of half day sessions. 
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LAUNDRY DEPARTMENT 


In the laundry department, the boys wash and iron all the 
clothing used by them except the heavy tlute spreads used on their 
beds; the machines 1n use are too small for the latter purpose 


GARDEN DEPARTMENT. 


In the garden department which has been started within the last 
four months, a detail of boys work and assist the gardener. In 
the vegetable garden, on account of the lack of water, we are unable 
to grow extensively in this line, but within the last two months have 
been successful in furnishing the kitchen with a few fresh vegetables. 
The lack of water, depredation by small animals and birds on the 
vegetables, caused considerable loss. The shade trees planted in the 
latter part of March have been a remarkable suecess. Three hundred 
and twenty-five were set out. We lost only seven. The working detail 
of boys, under an officer, dug the holes for the trees and assisted in 
planting and irmgating them. 


FARM. DEPARTMENT. 


In this department the boys assist ın the work around the barn 
and cow yard; they help in the eare of the horses and cows and in 
planting and irrigating a small alfalfa and potato patch of about an 
aere, but for lack of water and depredation of the small ànimals and 
birds, would have had sufficient pasture on which to feed the cows 
and furnish potatoes to the kitchen. 


KITCHEN AND DINING DEPARTMENT. 


In these departments the cook is assisted by a detail of boys 
regularly assigned to him for instruction. The boys in the kitchen 
assist in preparing the food, and one has so far advanced in that line, 
that he was ready to prepare the breakfast one morning, owing to the 
sudden illness of the regular cook. They are also taught bread 
making. In the dming room department, boys are detailed to wait on 
the other boys and officers. In both of these departments cleanliness 
is one of the important features taught to the boys 


SHOB REPAIRING DEPARTMENT, 


In the shoe repairmg department, which has lately been estab- 
lished, the boy detailed for this work repairs the shoes for the other 
boys. He is rapidly acquiring proficiency 1 that line. 
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HOUSE-KEEPING AND HOUSE PARTY DETAILS. 


In the housekeeper ’s department the boys assist ın proper clean- 
ing of the rooms and halls in the main buildmg, which is thoroughly 
done every morning, while the detail to the house party attends to 
the cleaning of the dormitories, wash room and plunge. By the 
above method the boys are kept busy at some work and while those 
who are working in the various departments are occupied, the others 
not so are m the class room, either studying or reciting. We aim to 
have the boys to be either working, attending school or playing, and 
in this wav to teach them industry, obedience and heathfulness. 


DAILY ROUTINE OF THE BOYS, 


At 5.30 a.m. all the boys arise, dress m the dormitory, make 
their own beds, the night-watchman accounts for so many boys, turns 
them over to the Captains at 6 a.m. The Captains assume command, 
march them down stairs to the toilet in the rear of the main building; 
then to the wash-room where they brush their hair, wash and clean 
up, which takes about fifteen minutes. Line is again formed and the 
flag is raised, boys saluting, then the regular ''setting up exercises?” 
are “one through with till 6:30 a.m., when mess call is sounded and 
they are marched into the dining room for breakfast. After breakfast 
at 7 a.m, they march to the detail grounds, where each detail 1s called 
out, and the various officers assume charge of their respective details. 
These détails work until 8:30 a.m, when recall is sounded and the 
smaller boys report again to the detail ground and the morning 
school detail is formed, and they prepare themselves for school, 
which is from 9 a.m. to 11:45 am. The larger boys remain at work, 
all the morning till 11:30, when they report to the detail ground, at 
which time the Captain assumes command and sees that they prepare 
for dinner. Mess call is sounded at 12 m. for dinner, when all march 
m the dining room as at breakfast, from twenty to thirty minutes 
bemg allowed for meals After dinner the boys are marched to the 
play grounds, where they are allowed to play till 12:50 p.m., when the 
larger boys or afternoon school detail prepare for school and the 
smaller ones are detailed to the various officers for work, as at 7 am. 
From 1 to 4 p.m. the afternoon school detail 1s m session and the 
other details are working. At 4 p.m. the recall is sounded, com- 
panies formed, sick call had and those requiring the attention of the 
doctor are marched to the dispensary, where they are examined and 
treated if necessary. For the next hour they have an opportunity 
for recreation on the play grounds, and enter heartily into the various 
kinds of sports. At 5 p.m. drill call is sounded, when-the companies 
go through the setting up exercises, lowermg the flag and drill tall 
5:30 p.m., when mess call is sounded and they march as before into 
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the dining room for supper. After supper they go to the school rooms, 
where they remain till 7:45 pm. Durmg the time they are im the 
school rooms they are occupied in reading, studying and in conver- 
sation. Tatoo is then sounded and they are, marched to the dor- 
mitories. There the Captains see that they retire and report them 
over to the night watchman at 8 p.m., and taps are sounded. From 
this time on the night watchman las charge of them till 6 a.m. 

This is the daily routine for all the boys, with the following ex- 
eeptions on Saturdays and Sundays. 

Saturdays there are no school sessions, but the smaller boys work 
till 10 a.m., at which time they prepare for bathing, repairmg ¢lothing, 
ete. which occupies the time till dinner. The larger boys continue 
work as on other days. In the afternoon all work till 2 p.m., and the 
larger ones attend to bathing and repairing clothing, ete., till 3:30 
p.m., when reereation is given them till 5 pm., and from then on 
usual routine as on other days They bathe im a large plunge or 
cement tank, half filled with water. We have also a shower con- 
nected with the plunge. In eold weather the water is heated outside 
by means of a large brick fire-place and carried from there in buckets 
to the plunge All bathing is done under the supervision of the 
Captains. 

Sundays there is no school sessions, The same routine as on 
other days till 10 a.m., when they prepare for church services, which 
are held at the various churches in the town of Benson, from 11 
o'elock to 12 m The boys are marched to and from the churches 
under command of their officers In the afternoon they play from 
12:30 till 2 p.m., when the inspection of quarters, lockers and com- 
panies js held, after which they play till 5 pm. From then on, the 
usual routine as on other days. Daily reports are required from 
each of the officers who have any boys in their charge, as to their con- 
duet, willingness to work, ete. We have different. forms of punish- 
ment, such as marking time, extra work, and carrying the log, which 
is required to be done during the time alloted for play. Corporal 
punishment is not allowed, only by and in the presence of the Super- 
intendent, and then only in extreme cases The object is to treat 
the boys kindly but with firmness, and at the same time require from 
them strict obedience to the rules and requirements of the institution. 
All ealls or signals are given on the bugle or by the bell. One of 
the boys since his admission and under the instruction of one of the 
officers has learned to play the calls on the bugle, and others are 
being taught. 

BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS | 

The main building is a two-story strueture, of what is ealled 
“Tufa Stone." It contains the quarters for the Superintendent, 
offieers and boys 
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On ‘the first floor there are the Trustees’ and Superintendent’s 
office, Superintendent’s kitchen and dining room; the Commissary’s 
and Clerk’s office, reception room for visitors and parents of the boys; 
one school room; dispensary and hospital; boys’ kitchen and dinmg 
‘room. The upper floor has the Superintendent’s and officers’ sleeping 
apartments, one toilet and bath for each apartment; one large dor- 
mitory containing twenty-nine single beds; one small dormitory 
containing nine single beds; one school room, seating capacity for 21, 
using single desks. There are two basements under either wing of 
the building, one of which is used for the Commissary Department 
and detention room, and the other for a play room, 1f needed, 1n wet 
weather. It has been necessary to remodel the main building consid- 
erably for the wants of the Institution (from the omgmal plans). 
It was found necessary to remove the partition, where there were two 
small dormitories, and make one large one, thereby adding to the 
healthfulness of the boys and avoiding the expense of the employ- 

. ment of an extra night watchman. There is only one closet on the 
second floor that can be used by the officers and boys after locking-up 
time, or from 6 p.m. to 6am, There are none on the first floor. We 
are using one of the lower rooms for a sick room or hospital No 
other room is available 


In conclusion would say, that two months before the formal 
opening of the Institution, there was nothing here but the main 
building, part of the furniture, but not set up, one well, the tanks and 
a wood shed. All of the furnishing, equipping and pr eparing the 
main building for the proper reception of_the children, organizing 
and getting the Institution in shape to receive boys, was done in that 
time; and on the admission of the first boys to the school, everything 
moved along smoothly, as if the Institution had been running for 
years. Since that time all.the other improvements which have been 
made, were absolutely necessary for the proper care and training of 
the boys.committed to our guardianship, and we feel that the work 
which has been done so far will show good results. =

ALTERATIONS AND IMPROVEMENTS MADE IN THE MAIN 
BUILDING 


In the basement on the right wing of the building, we excavated 
same to the foundation wall, put in a plank floor, makmg a room 
about 40x50 feet, and 6 feet high. In this basement we partitioned 
off 20x25 feet for the Commissary Department, and completed same 
with shelving for the proper care of all merchandise received. In 
the same basement we built a confinement room 15x20 feet, made of 
brick and a conerete and cement floor. This is large enough for the 
placing of three cells, made of either wood or steel, and leave suffi- 
eient room for a corridor within the enclosure. Would recommend 
that the room be completed with cells as soon as possible. 

The balanee of the space in the basement 1s used for a general 
store room 

One of the rooms on the first floor and right wing has been 
fitted up for a general office and clerk’s office, by putting in parti- 
tions and book cases. The lumber and doors used-in the construc- 
tion of the partitions are of the same material and finish as the bal- 
ance of the wood work in the interior of the building. - 

The basement on the left wing corresponds im size with the 
basement on the right wing of the main building. In this a con- 
erete and cement floor has been laid, lockers put in, and has been 
used as.a play-room for the boys during inclement weather. 

Being directly under the kitehen, when the necessity demands, 
can be used as a dining-room by putting in a dumb waiter and mak- 
ing an outside entrance. The room now used as a dming-room could 
-be transformed into a school room, the present school room into a 
dormitory. 

In the kitchen on the first floor and left wing, was placed a 
pantry, sinks, and several large tables were constructed. 

In the boys’ dining-room on the first floor, a portion of the wall 
leading to the outside was removed, and double doors were placed 
and a sereen porch was constructed, so an outside entrance could be 
had direct from the dining-room. 

On the second floor there were two rooms, 22x25 feet, to be used 
as dormitories. By taking out the partition we were enabled to make 
one large airy dormitory for the boys. The transoms over the win- 
dows were securely fastened, and could not be used for ventilating 
purposes. This necessitated swinging them on hinges so as to be 
used when the occasion demanded, for the purpose of ventilation, in 
the dormitory. f 

In the main hall on the second floor a door was ‘placed at either 
end and the one in the middle taken ont. 

There were no sereen doors on the outside of the building, and 
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at every outside. entrance screen doors were placed. On every win- 

dow a light sereen was placed, and over this sereen on most of the 

windows was placed a heavy wire netting, instead of iron bars. 
OUTSIDE IMPROVEMENTS 

Wooden buildings, 20x20 feet, used for a carpenter shop; one 
8x12 feet, for a paint shop; one 8x8 feet, for the gas plant; one 20x60 
feet for a laundry, washroom, locker room and plunge; shoe repair- 
ing, one 12x75 feet for a stable, carriage house and hay barn; tool 
house 6x6 fect, have been constructed, All of these buildings are 
one story. and covered with corrugated iron. A water closet 6 x 16 
feet and a cow and wagon shed 8 x 30 feet made of lumber and roofed 
with shingles have been constructed. These buildings have been 
painted with mineral paint. 

The grounds are enclosed by a picket fence for 600 feet on one 
side, and 300 feet on the other, this being the northeast corner or main 
entrance to the grounds. The balance of the school land is fenced 
with three barbed wires and one rail. The picket fence is painted; 
the wood work on the other part of the fence, whitewashed. 

A plunge bath, with shower attachments, has been built m the 
building, used. for a washroom and laundry. The plunge is con- 
structed of concrete and cement, is twelve feet wide by twenty feet 
long, two feet deep at one end and five and one-half at the other end. 

A three-rail wooden fence, 100 feet by 75 feet, has been placed 
around the stable. 

Cesspools have been dug, pumps have been attached: to same to 
use the water for irrigation purposes; three hundred and twenty-five 
trees have been. set out; drive-ways have been constructed and grass 
plats have been planted. 

There has been about 5000 feet of one, two and three inch pipe 
laid in and about the grounds. 

An artesian well to the depth of 88314 feet has been sunk. We 
have a brick yard, on which there are about 15,000 unburned brick, 
and would suggest, that as 800m as possible that the brick be put in 
a kiln and. burned. 

There have been other minor improvements and alterations made 
in and around the buildings, such as uncovering sewerage pipes and 
relaying same, repairing gas and water pipes, making ditches, 
drains, ete.
